The room was packed for the pub- 
lic hearing on the bill with residenjs 
of Boston, many suburban towns and 
a large, representative group of resi- 
dents from Cape Cod, where the 
Zreatest proportion of Mayflowers 
grown in the State are found but 
where the plants are in danger of 
becoming extinct because of the ruth- 
carelessness of the motoring 
public and other groups unfamiliar 
with the proper means of picking 
flowers while pregerving the plants. 


Other States Take Action 

The opening speaker was Mr. Far- 
rington, who pointed out that the 
bill was not in any sense a drastic 
bill or one that would work a hard- 
ship to any class of persons. He said 
that the Mayflower is not a wild 
flower that spreads rapidly or is sus- 
ceptible of easy propagation; that it 
is difficult to grow in private gar- 
dens, and is seldom seen in cultiva- 
tion. Within a very short time the 
Mayflower will have wholly disap- 
peared from Massachusetts unless 
some action like the one recom- 
mended be taken, he asserted. Other 


‘states have been forced to take simi- 


lar action to that now proposed in 
order to save their native plants. 

It was pointed out that there are 
two classes of people contributing 
to the reduction of Mayflower plants 

the motorists who pick the flowers 
for a fleeting pleasure and the chil- 
dren who pick them to sell. The mo- 
torists were being rapidly educated 
to greater care, but a proportion of 
the children, spurred on bv a desire 
to make money, were heedless, and, 
therefore, a great and increasing 
problem. 

Mr. Farrington emphasized that 
the bill had only one purpose, pre- 
vention of the utter extinction of one 
of the most fragrant flowers 
grow. a flower which has been as- 
sociated with the history of Massa- 
chusetts since the days of the Pil- 
grims.

Outlawry of War. Now, there is 
increasing public opinion in support 
of the proposal to outlaw war. But 
in such a plan, certain definite things 
are*involved. In the first place, the 
plan, itself, must be drawn up in rec- 
ognition of the present state of world 
affairs’ The world has gone forward 
a considerable distance since 1918. 
but the place has not vet 
reached where by mere declaration 
s0 momentous a reform as the out- 
jawry of war can be established. 
Then, the plan to outlaw war must 
face the problem of national! security. 
Then it must solve the question of 
disarmament. Finally, it must link 
itself to some effective international 
machinery. 

None of these requirements is met, 
in any but an academic way, by the 
Borah plan. For eaxaample, me pro- 
posals of this group, after 
declarative abolition of war as a 
means for the Settlement of interna- 
tional disputes, proceeds to recog- 
nize that “the right of defense 
against actual invasion shall nét be 
impaired.” This certainly, involves 
a naive oversight of the fact that all 
modern wars are wars of self-de- 
fense. Modern war is so complex 
and far-reaching in its weapons that 
to outlaw ali wars save those of 
self-defense and then fail to define 
self-defense is. in reality to outlaw 
no wars at all. 

Codification of Law 


The Borah plan calls for the codi- | 
fication of international law—without | 
a word of recognition of the fact that 
that program is already progressing 
under the ablest -leadership and 
through the initiation of the League. 
A judicial substitute for war, we are 
told, must be provided. Well and 
good. But what is the world to do in 
the interim—which it is safe to say 
will cover a considerable period 
before the judicial substitute is set 
up, accepted by the government of 
the world and vested with authority 
sufficient to make it an effective in- 
strument for peace? 

And how about the settlement of 
issues out of court? It is apparent 
that international law, even though 
rapidly codified, will never cover 
every issue arising between states 
‘any more than common law covers 
every issue arising between indi- 
viduals.

North Frisian Interiors 


RnR. FEDDERSON'S painting 
hangs in the Art- Museum of 
the city of Flensburg, sur- 

rounded by an array of furniture and 
utensils such as went to the plenish- 
ing of such houses as it represents. 
The picture shows the old-style half- 
door, through which one stepped into 
the spacious living room, paved with 
red brick and often strewn with fine 
white sand from the not far distant 
shore of the.-North Sea. <A carved 
door is exhibited in the Museum, 
such as usually led from the living 
room into the other rooms, with a 
carved inscription above it that reads 
in translation: “Everything depends 
on the blessing of God.” 

The entire fittings of a number o. 
houses of this date and architecture 
have been removed, room by room, 
and set up in the Museum exactly 
as found and as used durjng the pre- 
ceding centuries, around the open 
hearth. Indeed, the very odor of turf 
smoke always clings to the wood- 
work. Turt being the chief fuel of 


that period, this hovering fragrance | 


wakes dim reminiscences 
of all who have ever been 
guests at a home where the open 
hearth was the center of family life. 
In the wall back of the hearth, at the 
extreme right and left sides, are 
square iron doors, through which the 
fire in small cast-iron stoves in back 
rooms Was started with live coal 
from the hearth, and fed with turf. 
Several of these small cast-iron 
stoves are also on- exhibition; 
and they have no door in_ the 
room, but only a grating underneath 
for the removal of the ashes. Into 
the three sides of these stoves Bib- 
lical scenes are often molded in 
the iron.

League. It will be re- 
membered that the Irish Free State became a 
member of the League of Nations in 1923. One 
of its earliest acts was to register at Geneva 
the Anglo-Irish treaty, which established Ire- 
land as a dominion, under Article X VILLI of the 
Covenant, which provides that no international] 
ireaty Shall be binding until! it has been so reg- 
istered. 

The Irish Free State took this step, partly no 
doubt to give additional sanctity to the charter 
of its own freedom. But it also did as # 
natural gesture of independence, to emphasiz 
its new international status in the world. Afte 
some delay the British Governnient made a 
declaration to the general effect that it did not 
recognize the jurisdiction of the League in the 
internal affairs of the British Commonwealth, 
and that the Anglo-Irish treaty was a domestic 
eoncern of that Commonwealth. The Irish Free 
State replied by registering its dissent from this 
view, and there the matter has ended for the 
lime being. 

The situation is obviously 
dominions, Canada, Australia. 
New Zealand, and Ireland, are all 
‘heir own right of the League of Nations. They 
are also all members in their own right of an 
organization, the British Commonwealth of 
Which is a political structure new in 
history, but which is recognized in internationai 
aw to be a single entity for purposes of peace 
ir War. To which do they owe a prior duty? 
\rid are the obligations of the two contradictory 
and incompatible, as some hold, or compatible 
and complementary. as others think’ 

As a matter of fact, the question is not likel. 
to be brought to an issue for the present. The 
british Empire has an institution of its own for 
dealing with these internal difficulties, the 
imperial Conference, consisting of all the prime 
ininisters of the Empire. If any serious dispute 
between any ot its members, this body 
would almost certainly be called upon to try and 
find a solution before the League was invoked. 
lor it is obvious that neither Great Britain noi 
the. Trish Free State can claim to the 
interpreter of its own_rights under the Anglo- 
Irish treaty, 

What would happen if this tribunal of tirsi 
instance failed to solve the problem is another 
matter. But it is not likeiv that it would fail. 
The Imperiai Conference consists of'a number 
of exceedingly experienced political leaders 
who would be both as anxious to maintain the 
absolute independence within the Empire of its 
individual nations as the Irish Free State could 
be, and as anxious to preserve the fundamentai 
unity of the British Commonwealth as is Great 
britain. | 

The emergence of these questions is an eyvi- 
dence of the present age of transition. History 
will probably that the century which 
has passed was the age of extravagant national- 
ism, in which nations so entirely lost the sense 
(hat they were brethren and members of. one 
zreat human family, that the World War was 
the result. It is obvious that the era of na- 
(ionalism is giving way to that of international- 
ism, as the discoveries of natural and 
ihe past ten years every day 
bring home to all with increasing foree that. 
unless the nations learn to co-operate and to 
think of humanity and not of themselves alone. 
Western civilization is doomed. 

The League of Nations and the British Com- 
monwealth of Nations are manifestations of 
this process. They are both attempts to bring 
national sentiment under the discipline of a 
higher law than that of mere self-determina 
tion. They are both experimental. Their ulti- 
mate form is uncertain. Whether they can exist 
side by side is not clear. But they are both of 
vital importance they are’ trying to 
work out the solution of the greatest 
problems of this age. haw the unity of mankind 
isto be reeonciled with national*freedom. 
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the ieust of the serious problems receiy- 
mg the earnest consideration of the Canadian 
people is that of attract- 
ing to their country 
the right sort of immi- 
grants, and of placing 
them on the countless 
acres oOf vacant. farm 
land, with the assurance 
that they will make 
homes for themselves 
and become self-supporting. Guided by past ex- 
perience, the Dominion Government has-in re- 
cent vears applied strict tests to arrivals from 
foreign lands. and seeks an assurance that they 
are likely to be desirable citizens, who will not. 
by taking up their residence in the cities and in- 
dustrial centers, create new competition for em- 
ployment with Canadian labor. The urgent 
necessity for increasing the population of the 
great western regions had in former years led 
to the bringing in of miscellaneous peoples, 
some of whom were not adapted to Canadian 
farming conditions, with the result that thev 
drifted into the towns and cities, or emigrated to 
‘the United States.. 

Closely allied to the problem of making the 
ereat Canadian National Railways system self- 
supporting. is that of bringing settlers into the 
thinly populated areas servéd by the various 
lines taken over by the Government. It is con- 
ceded that unless the population in many re- 
gions traversed by these lines is substantially 
increased. their operation will for an indefinite 
period be unprofitable. In arranging for the set- 
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tlement of immigrants upon the land, advantage 
is taken of the experiments with returned 
Canadian soldiers who served in the World 
War, and an effort is made to arrange for 
colonization with the family as a unit, in locali- 
ties where, in additiontosecuring land on favor- 
able terms, it is possible for the settlers to secure 
other employment at certain seasons. It is the 
fixed policy of the Dominion Government not to 
encourage immigration that will unduly com- 
pete with Canadian labor, but rather, by adding 
to the number of home-owning farmers, to 
create additional markets for the products of 
domestic factories. 

While the restrictions imposed upon immigra- 
tion have decreased the number of foreign ar- 
rivals in Canada, they are claimed to have 
greatly improved the quality of those coming in 
in recent vears. So far also as judicious selec- 
tion, with Government assistance in getting 
homes, has worked to prevent a surplus of un- 
emploved labor, it would appear that whatever 
has been lost in quantity has been more’ than 
made up by the character of those who have 
come to aid in developing the great natural re- 
sources of the northern half of the continent. 


Arrangements were virtually completed be- 
fore the final session in Washington of the 
National Conference on 
the Cause and Cure of 
War, conducted under 
the auspices of nine 
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A Campaign 
of Peace country-wide womens 
organizations, by which 
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Kducation “a campaign of peace 
education is to be con- 
tinued in many of the 
cities and towns of the United States. Practical 
ugreement was reached as to the line of activity 
to be followed, and assurance was given that 
the clubs and societies represented, some of 
Which have not heretofore given much. atten- 
tion to the matter of outlawing war, will hence- 
forth make this one of their chief objects. Thus 
there is promised not general or state activity 
along this line. but a community campaign 
which will arouse the interest of both men and 
women, much as in a somewhat earlier period 
in America the lessons of temperance reform 
were taught and learned. 

It is not through the press alone. or upon the 
rostrum, that public sentiment is created. The 
women of the United States realize this. They 
realize also, perhaps, that those who want to 
see a thing well done are usually obliged to 
do the work themselves. That the women of 
America are committed to the cause of peace 
cannot be doubted. They never have loved war, 
and now that they have reached a _ position 
where their votes and their voices are heeded 
in public councils they are quick to align them- 
with those who have undertaken the 
humane task of making future wars impossible. 

Realizing that through reasonable compro- 
alone can agreement Wavs and 
means be reached, the conference delegates 
wisely avoided anv conflict over the methods 
proposed for the elimination of war. The end 
desired, it was coneluded, can be gained by an 
intelligent use and application of the several 
proposed. The main thing at the 
moment is to unite the thinking peoples of 
all nations upon a program which provides 10 
opportunity for war, but which offers the choice 
of several roads which, .if followed, will insure 
eventual peace. That is the end sought. There 
are a thousand wavs to avoid war, just as there 
are unnumbered wavs to foment it. 

There has been much careless talk in recent 
vears of what has been defended as “a war to 
end wars.” War does not end war, and it can- 
not until that time when. war might mean the 
annihilation of those who choose to “perish 
by the sword.” But war can make itself re- 
pugnant. This has been the result of the most 
recent war, and thus the way has been paved 
for just the kind of educational work which is 
to be undertaken by the _ foresighted and 
thoughtful women of the United States. 
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who believe that, in the filling of 

administrative positions in public 
school systems, the pol- 
icy should always be to 
secure the person best 
qualified for the place, 
Will rejoice in the recent 
action of the Board of 
Mducation of the City of 
New York in ealling 
upon the city superin- 
tendent of schools to make a recommendation 
for the position of associate city superintend- 
ent. Furthermore, it is requested that the cits 
superintendent, in making a choice, be guided 
by methods of selection which are in common 
elsewhere, but which in recent vears, it 
seems, have not been emploved in New York 
Citv. namely: (1) To define the specific duties 
of the new superintendent; (2) to find the per- 
son best fitted to perform these duties within or 
without New York City; (3) having found such 
person, to nominate him and support his 
nomination. 

There is more in this action than victory for 
the system which bases promotion on merito- 
rious service. In recent vears, there has been 
a marked tendency in New York generally to 
regard important positions in the public school 
system as the spoils of political success, a policy 
which could not fail to break down, even to 
destroy, the morale of the entire system. 

Unwarranted as this method always has been 
in governmental affairs, it seems to be particu- 
larly unfortunate in the public school system. 
The recognition that, however worthy one 
might be, however devoted to one’s highest 
sense of service, however consecrated to the 
best interests of the million and more chidren 
of the metropolis of the New World, the “melt- 
ing pot of America,” reward in the form of pro- 
motion to high places was out of the question 
except as political favor, has nad the effect of 
developing a feeling of unrest, uncertainty and 
injustice throughout the great army of teachers 
and officials. 

The effect of this condition has been even 
farther reaching than this. It undoubtedly has 
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resulted in the turning away from public school 
service to other lines of activity of many worthy 
and efficient persons who saw the injustice of 
the spoils system. A-host of right-thinking citi- 
zens will, therefore, greatly rejoice in this re- 
turn to a basis of justice and wisdom in filling 
the higher educational positions. While it is 
natural, perhaps, that the feeling should pre- 
vail that the selection should be made from the 
local school system, vet right here 1s an oppor- 
tunity for the rank and file to show their devo- 
tion to the higher ideals of public school service 
by supporting the choice of the superintendent, 
regardless of the locality of the person selected. 

It is to be sincerely hoped that the cit) 
superintendent, rising to the occasion, will 
choose the best person available wherever he 
may be found. It is equally to be hoped tha: 
the entire corps of school workers of the city 
will support that selection to the utmost, 
thereby putting their stamp of approval upon 
this altogether commendable: action. of the 
Board of Education. This proposal is the re. 
turn in no small measure to the traditions and 
ideals established by a truly great educator, 
Dr. William H. Maxwell, and, in the 
persistent and powertul opposition, maintained 
bv him for a quarter of a century. All inter- 
ested in public school education—and who is 
not’?—-will find in this incident a most favorable 
sign of the times

Admitting that those whose 
wisdom and judgment are oftenest cited pos- 
sessed these attributes, and that they had the 
courage to act upon their convictions, does not 
argne the lack of judgment and courage among
